QCIENTISTS at the British

Atomic plies nre expensive; 
bulky and wasteful, The power 
they could supply as a by- 
product woutd be as dear as, if 
not dearer than, coal. 

High hopes, however, have 
been placed on the heat pump. 
This {s a machine capable of 
extracting the latent heat in the 
earth, rivers, or the sea. 

wilh a heat pump under 
Waterloo Bridge, the Embank- 
ment could be Ilt by the Thames 
nnd near-by offices heated by 
the same water. 

Lord Kelvin thought about 
this machine a hundred years 
ogo, though it was Ieft toa 
brilliant Scottlsh engineer to put 
't Into practice. 

His name: T, G. N. Haldane, 
He made one !n bis back garden 
in 1928 and drew off the heatiof 
no well. 

Haldane felt the secret lay In. 
those Maqulds or Mquid gases 
which have what js known as a 


negative boiling point—that 
they boll beneath 
point of water. 


A liquid called Freon, for in- 
stance, bolls at -27deg. F, and 
is used us the freezing agent in 
many refrigerators. 

Ifa condult full of Freon ts 
acd through a well, o river or 
even the sen—anything with 
Intent “low temperature heat’ — 
it promplly bolls. 

Then, by the use ef aon 
ordinary pressure pump, en- 
gineers can raise its bolling point 
from a negatlve value to a high 
positive one, so high, in fact, 
that they fan use lis heat to 
boll water, generate steam and 
thus supply heat and power. 

Once the Freon has done its 
job it can be cooled down and 
used over and over ogain. The 
pressure pump, cf course, 
absorbs some of the power 
evolved, but by né means all. 
Or £0 Haldane believed. 

He wasright. It worked. 

The chief engineer of Norwich

For a month the Gestapo 
interrogated Captain Best, then 
aman of 58. “I could serve no 
one by making an heroic stand,’ 
he writes. “Any sign of un- 
willingn on my part to 
answer questions would almost 
cerininly- encourage my captors 
to resort to methods of com- 
Pulsion which I should find very 
cunpleasant,...My best policy 
was to attempt fo satisfy my 
interrogators without = giving 
them information which could 
jeopardise others." 

When the Gestapo had 
finished their clumsy interroga- 
tions Captain Best was sent to 
the Bunker of the Sachsen- 
heusen concentration 
ere he remuined for the next 


five years. 

His last 200 pages will be

duties In back areas In France. 
This brought about the forma- 
tlon of the Women's Auwilary 
Army Corps, whore first draft 
went overseas under Damo 
Helen. They were such a suc- 
cess) that, reenamed Queen 
Mary's AAC. 14 months Iater, 
10,000 of them served on the 
Western Theatre ond 57,000 ih 
ali_ were demobillscd. 

The officers were called “unit 
administratora” with roses in- 
stead of pips as badges of rank, 
while the senior oMcer, termed 
area controlicr, had afleur delys 
badge to mark herrank. ‘“Wor- 
kers”’ was the name for the 
other ranks, and they wore a 
long, ugly smock buttoned up to 
tho neck, a rather sloppy felt 
hat, long gaiters and square toed 
black shoes—but an order pre- 
served in the museum — shows 
that an oa concession, ff the 
heat Js felt to be excessive, the 
top button of the coatfrock may 
be left unbuttoned.” 

All oranks wore — shoulder 
patches of beech-brown, which 
bas remained the distinctive 
colour of the Army women's 
service to the present day.

In 1941, they were brought 
under the Army Act, with the 
same privileges and responslbill- 
ues ag the other Arnyed Forces 
of the Crown.

The design must have 
been a tedious task for the 
srnall girl wie made It because 
it lacks the picture element 
that made other samplers .in- 
teresting, 


Mary Iverson, who made the 
sampler at the age of 13, de- 
picted the British Isler and 
united’ them veith the young 
United States, The Stars and 
Sirlpes are shown floating over 
vessels {nthe harbours. The 

mpler was made In 1788, 
when Washington was sull 
PFresident, 

One custom that makes sam- 
pler: Interesling was the add- 
ings of the date ‘and the name 


of the Uitle girl who made it 
fo each completed sampler. 

In the British Muscum there 
are samplers of linen made as 
early ns 1014. In later days, 
possibly in the time of great- 
wrandmothers, a: kind of card- 
board called ‘‘cut-out paper” 
was used for the base of the 
samplers, Many of the intrl- 
cate stltches in needlework had 
their beginnings: on the sam- 
plers. Some come from The 
Netherlands, dozens from the 
British Isles, a few from Spain. 
Sumplers were so popular in 
England that poets wrote son- 
nets about numerous stitches.

BOUT 1740 aq loosely woven. 

“sampler cloth” was munu- 
factured in America, and this 
was used for more than 100 
years for the work. 

Although sampler - making 
was designed ¢o teach girls to 
sew, sometimes ft was used os 
a punishment. Girls who dis- 
obeyed thelr parents had to 
make Intricate samplers. 

Nearly every largo muscum 
hog o collection of samplers, 
One of the most famous 6am- 
plers ig in the Antiquarian 
Museum of | Worcester, Mas- 
snchusetts. This shows a wed- 
ding party at the old State 
House in 1765, and it cannot be 
excelled for qualntness. 

In fact, many records of old 
customs, costumes, bulldings 
and wven tome historical facts 
are found only in these sam~- 
plers made by girs from elght 
to 15 years Gld when the New 
World was young. ;
